ment debtors! ‘The period was approach- 
ing for the redemption of the three per cents 
at the time agreed upon by the President of 
the Bank. ‘The Secretary of the Treasury 
gave notice, that two-thiuds would be paid 
by the first of October, and one third on 
the first of January General Cadwallader 
was immediately despatched to Engitaod, 
and the nex! thing we see is a circular re- 
cently received here from Messrs. Baring, 
Brothers & Co to the holders of the three 
per cents, from which we make the follow- 
ing extract: 

“Should you he desirous to postpone the 
time of re-imivrsement, we have the au- 
thority of the Bank of the United States to 
engage that it will continue to pay the in- 
terest as heretofore up to the first of Octo 
ber, 1831, when the whole of your capital 
will be re-imbursed to you or your attorney 
in one payment.” 

Thus it appears that Mr Biddle having 
failed to negotiate with the Treasury a fur- 
ther postponement of the redemption of the 
three per cents. under the pretext of reliev- 
ing commercial distress, has emploved 
Messrs. Baring, Brothers & Co. to negoti 
ate with the holders of the certificates to 
suspeid the recemption of the public debt, 
notwithstanding the decision of the Com- 
miss: mers of the Sinking Fund and the 
Treasury order. Should this atiempt suc 
ceed, a similar one wiil be made next Octo 
ber for another year, and so on tii) 1838.
